the old books. In our next column 
We want to tell you how the early | 
cultural life of our country might | 
be traced by means of some of these 
books. Now we want to share with 
you a glimpse into the past afford- 
ed by one of those (to our way of 
thinking) priceless bits of Califor- 
niana, a copy of the “Pacific Al- 
manac of 1865” published in San 
Francisco by Bancroft. 


To the olaer residents these facts 
are famuiar but our newcomers 
might like to know that in 1860 EI! 
Dorado county ranked third in pop- 
ulation in the state. There were 20,- 
562 people in the county and only 
San Francisco and Sacramento | 
counties could surpass that num- 
ber. Candor compels us to state 
that in assessed valuation of real 
and personal property El] Dorado 
County ranked eighth in the list. | 

Southerners prevailed in the 


county as in the presidential elec- 
tion returns of 1860 Stephen Doug- 
las received 575 more votes than!. 
Abraham Lincoln. Our Senator in| 
Washington at this time was John! 
Connes; our Senators in the State, 
Legislature were A. C. Henry and F. 
L. Daddox; our assemblymen: J. S. 
Campbell and F. A. Dow. It is grat- 
ifying to know that the Chief Jus- 
tice of California was an El] Dora- 
dan—S. W. Sanderson. 


Through an oversight on some- | 
one’s part, the names of the post- 
masters of Placerville and Pleas- 
ant Valley are omitted from the 
list but other postmasters in 4 
Dorado county were:— Clarksville, |

In the early sixties Placerville had | 
two newspapers: ‘THE MOUNTAIN | 
DEMOCRAT” published by Gel- | 
wicks and January and a daily, the 
Placerville News, published by J.| 
& H. A. Yarnell. Three papers were 
published in Sacramento: The Sac- 
ramento Bee, The Evening Star, 
and The Sacramento Union. Count- 
ing dailies, weeklies and monthlies, 
San Francisco boasted 45 publica- 
tions. The cosmopolitanism of San | 
Francisco (a fact which is interest- 
as the French, German and Spanish ' 
residents had their own papers, | 
some of them had more than one. 
There was a Hebrew paper and an 
“Trish News.” A Police Gazette 
was published in San Francisco but 
we hasten to add that there was al- 
so a Temperance Journal and the 
Christian Advocate. 

We like the way in which the 
Calendar includes a summary of 
events, each day of the year com- 
memorating some event of import- 
ance to the West. Fires, earth- 
quakes—they didn’t soft pedal them | 
then, and floods made life exciting | 
in Early California. We were sur-| 
prised to read about the number of 
ships that were forever sinking, ex- 
ploding or burning. Perhaps 75 years | 
from now, in the year 2015, people; 
will wonder at the number of air- 
plane accidents in our day. 

At random, we select one event} 
in each month to show you the 
nature of these “memorials.” On 
Jan. 25 we are reminded that three 
years previous the Sacramento Val- 
ley was submerged by a flood. On 
Feb. 1 that the population of San 
Francisco, sixteen years before, 
(1849) was -established at 2,000. 

March 19th states that the “Sac- 
ramento Union” was established in 
1851; April 13th: that the first Am- 
erican school opened in San Fran- 
cisco in 1847. Two years before the 
almanac was published (in May, 
1863) there was a mass meeting of 
Poles and their sympathizers in San 
Francisco (a fact which is interest 
ing in the light of recent events). 
One of the outstanding June events 
was a fire at Auburn in 1855, The 
July 1st. event goes back 15 years to |

LONDON, (IP) — British defenses 
broke up four big German aerial 
attacks and many isolated raids to- 
day as perhaps the heaviest daylight 
offensive of the war against London 
‘cost the Nazis 98 planes, according 
to official claims. 

In retaliation, British bombers 
struck across the English Channel 
| as German long-range guns engaged 
in a duel with British artillery near 
Dover. 

In the German attacks on Bri- 
tain, bombs fell on buildings and 
penetrated an air raid shelter in a 
factory district in the London area, 
killing 22 women workers between 
16 and 30 years of age and injur- 
ing many more.

HIGHLIGHTS ON THE SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON

(The International Uniform 
Lesson on the above topic for 
September 29 is Proverbs 11; 
Luke 16:1-13, the Golden Text be- 
ing Matt. 6:20, “Lay up for your- 
selves treasures in heaven.’’) 


IT IS wonderful to have been a 
poor boy or girl and to have risen 
to riches by your own industry, 
intelligence, ambition and integ- 
rity. But if, after the riches are 
yours, you become haughty, dis- 
loyal to your old friends or fam- 
ily, toadying to those whom you 
think will advance your interests, 
either socially or in a business 
way, you will have gained noth- 
ing. In fact, you will have lost a 
far more precious possession than 
money. You will be a smaller and 
meaner person than you were be- 
fore. Your success will be worse 
than failure. “When pride cometh, 
then cometh shame; but with the 
lowly is wisdom.” 

Money can buy much that 
should give us happiness. It can 
make us physically comfortable. 
We will have plenty to eat, nice 
clothes and a comfortable place 
to live. It will pay our debts and 
take care of our bills when we are 
ill. It cannot, however, save us 
from physical suffering or make 
us really happy. Our lovely home 
may be the loneliest and most 
miserable place in the world if we 
do not have loved ones to share

(1850). On Aug. 25th, 1857, we are 
reminded that Columbia was rav- 
aged by fire. The September calen- 
dar calls to mind an event that 
was still fresh in the minds of the 
people in 1865: on September 13th 
1859, Senator Broderick was killed 
in a duel. October 5th, 1859, anoth- 
er earthquake in San Francisco. In 
November, we note that in the year, 
1858, 1,000 disappointed miners re- 
turned to San Francisco from the 
Frazer river mines. Dec. 2nd, 1863, 
marked the inauguration of the 
Union Pacific Railroad. 


Further insight into the Califor- 
nia life of the 60s is afforded by 
the advertisements included in the 
last pages of the Almanac, The 
Florence sewing machine was a mo- 
del in its day as it was capable of 
producing four distinct kinds of 
stitches. Photographers excelled not 
only in making daguerrotypes but 
the now lesser known melainotypes 
and ambrotypes. An ad from the 
Bank of California (Wm. C. Ral- 
ston, cashier) is tucked cosily in 
beside an ad for Hall’s Pulmonary 
Balsam. Toland’s medical college 
which has a place in the annals of 
San Francisco announced its fees 
for a full course of medicine as $105 
with an additional charge of $30 for 
graduation. 

Perhaps some of us need to thumb 
over an old Almanac to get the 
real sense of history.
